Beware of Fraud Senior Citizens To 
In Water Tests Set Summer Trips 

Supervisor Pete Schaba- 


rum today advised First Dis¬ 
trict residents to beware of 
fradulent water testing com¬ 
panies. 

Schabarum said rece n t 
publicity regarding the dis¬ 
covery of TCE, a known car¬ 
cinogen in some water wells 
in the San Gabriel Valley 
area, has lead to some un¬ 
certainty and confusion on 
the part of the public, and 
some unscrupulous salespeo¬ 
ple are taking advantage of 
this confusion and uneasi¬ 
ness. 

Schabarum said these 
salespeopie work on a door- 
to-door basis and offer to 
test a citizen’s water to de- 
if TCE is present. When 
heid tests indicate the pre- 
■sence of TCE, they then of¬ 
fer a filtering device for ap¬ 
proximately fifteen hundred 
dollars. It should be noted 
that to successfully test for 
TCE, it takes sophisticated 
laboratory equipment which 
is operated by tra i n e d 
chemists. 

Persons who may have 
been a victim are urged to 
contact their local Sheriff’s 
or Police Station or Sher¬ 
iff’s Fraud investigators at 
974-4391.

SEXenON 1: That the public interest and convesnience 
require, and that it is the intention of the City Council 
of the City of Sierra Madre, California, to assess property 
owners of Tract No. 31104 of the cost of maintaining the 
landscaped areas and street lights as shown on Plan 
1980-1981. 

All of the maintenance above specified shall be done 
in accordance witli tlio Specifications and Plans referred 
to in the report of the Director of Public Works dated 
January 17, 1980, on file in the office of the City Clerk 
and which is hereby referred to and by this reference 
incorporated herein and made a part hereof. 

SECTION 2: To expedite the performance of the land¬ 
scape maintenance, the City Council may at any time 
transfer into the Santa Anita Arno Landscaping and Light¬ 
ing Maintenance District No. 1980-1981 Fund, out of any 
mcuiey in the General Fund, siuch sums as it shall deem 
necc-ssaiy and tlie sum so transferred shall be deemed 
a loan to such Fund, and shall be repaid out of the pro- 
cec*ds of the assessments provided for in this Resolutloji, 
and pursuant to the provision of Section 22657, California 
Streets and Highways Ccxle, “Landscaping and Lighting 
Act of 1972,” referred to herein. 

SEXmON 3: Any lots or parcels of land known as 
public property, as the same is defined in Section 22663, 
Part 2, Division 1,5, Streets and Highways Code, (“Land¬ 
scaping and Lighting Act of 1972”), hereinafter refer¬ 
red to, which are included in the said assessment district, 
shall be omitted and exempt from the assessment to b(» 
made to cover tlie costs and expen.ses of said contemplated 
improvements. 

SEXTION 4: The maintenance contemplated by this 
Resolution of Intention shall be done under the provisions 
of the “Landscaping and Lig'hting Act of 1972”, (now Part 
2 of Division 15, Section 22500 et. seq. of the Streets and 
Highways Code of tlie State of Caliomia). 

SECTION 5: That Tuesday, the 26th day of Elebni- 
ary, 1980, at the hour of 7:30 p.m. of said'ciay, be and 
the same is hereby appointed as the time, and the Council 
Chamber in the City Hall at 232 West Siena Madre Boule¬ 
vard, in the City of Sierra Madre, California, is liereby 
appointed as tlte place for hearing protests as to the ques¬ 
tion of formation of the asses.sment district and levy of the 
proposed assessment, in reference to said improvement. 

SEXTION 6; That the City Clerk is iioreby aoithorized, 
idesig.nated and directed to give notice of said hearing in 
time, form and manner as required by law. 

SEXmON 7: That tiie Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
nowsaper of general circulation, publisliod and clrculatetl 
within the said City of Sierra Madre, California, is Jiereby 
designated as the newspajier in which such notice shall 
be published. 

SECTION : That this Re.solution shall take effeert im¬ 
mediately; and the City Clerk .shall certify to the passag-.* 
and adoption of this resolution, shall cause the original of 
the same to be entered among the original resolutions of 
the City Council of said City; and shall make a minute 
of the passage ajid adoption thereof in the records of the 
proceedings of the City Council of said City in the minutes 
of the meeting at which the same is pa.ssed and adopted.

Small Claims Court Facelift 

Legislation cleslginod to restructuro the Small Claims 
Courts; ptxK-oclure and make it easier to collect judgments 
wa.s approved by Assembly Judiciary on January IG, AE 
17G5 (Bannai) would make tlie courts responsible for col- 
k'cting payments from the judgment debtor. Chamber .sup- 
poits AB 17G5 because restructuring creates efficiency and 
effectiveness, ami requiring the judgment debtor to make 
payment to the court instills greater con.sumer confidence. 
Additionally, the internal court collection provision is a 
part of the Model Justice Act developt'd and supported by 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 

Initiative To Gouge Cos. 

A punitive initiative to impose a 10 per cent tax on 
all profits of firms predominantly in the energy busine.s.s 
has qualified or the June 3 ballot. The initiative, spon¬ 
sored by former Governor Brown aid Bill Press, has been 
iwomoted under the guise of an excess oil profits tax. But 
it taxes all profits, not just those above some "exces.sive 
level," and on all profits of every firm deriving more than 
,50 per cent of its sales from oil, gas, coal or uranium. Due 
to the diversified naKtre of business activities, this will 
subject profits of a firm to the tax even if its only activity 
in California is farming or any ,non-energ>' business. 

The Chamber opposes the tax plan on the grounds 
that it is irrational, sets a precedent for submitting an 
inefusty to punitive taxation, and it will damage the state 
energy supplies and general ecc,nomy. 

Rolling the Tax Refom Dice -- 
Jarvis II, Prop. 4 and CTRA 

The State Chamber of Commerce, Paul Gann and other 
members of the Proposition 4 drafting committee are hard 
at work drafting statutory legislaioei to precisely define 
various terms and procedures of the .spending lid initia¬ 
tive. The package, soon to be out for public review before 
introduction, will contain many provisions to set the course 
of government finance for years ahead. It will also detail 
taxpayers’ rights to challenge local spending limits and 
costs charged to foe-supported program.s. 

One basic Proposition 4 feature to be clarified is which 
fall under the local or under the state limit. The initiative 
states that spimding of state subventions “for u-se and 
oi)eration of local government” falls within the local limits. 
Ttie drafters will state that their intent was to include 
welfare within the state limit on the grounds that the 
state’s overwhelming amount of control makes it a .state, 
not a local program. 

The legislation will also attempt to head off endless 
court battle by defining terms before local governments 
attempt to wiggle out of the lid with their own imagina¬ 
tive definitions. One example; many loeal governments 
are contemplating using bc.nefit as.sessments instead of 
taxes to fund services aiming at placing tliem outside of 
Pi-oposition 4 limits. 

Tight implementation of Proposition 4 is important 
with qualification of “Jarvis 11” for the June 3 ballot. 
Proposition 4 will limit the amount business potentially 
(ould lose in a massive tax shift, since make-up taxe.s 
could not be so high as to provide a net increase in 
spending. 

If Jaivis II passes, state legislators and public em¬ 
ployee groups will be seeking replacement taxes in No¬ 
vember, such as higher taxes on corporate income and 
a split roll on property tax. The governor has not pre- 
clud(Hl new taxes on business to make up Jarvis II losses. 
Although Jarvis II cuts General Fund tax revenues by 
25 per cent, it lacks a corresponding riHluction in the state 
spending limit, leaving the door open to a tax shiT. 

The so-called ‘Tax Simplicity Act” initiatve, actively 
.supix>rted by public employees for the November ballot, 
could make up as much as half the Jarvis II revenue 
loss by Increasing the bank and corporation tax rate from 
9.6 to 12 jxrr cent and by h.igher taxes on investors and 
income taxes on higher income individuals. The public 
employr-e unions are circulatng the tax shift initiative 
under the -guise that it ‘“simplifios” personal income taxes 
by replacing itemized deducton wth a $20,000 “zero” barc- 
ket, or standard deduction, for married couples filing joint 
returns and that it closes “loopholes.” 

Senator Campbell will introduce a bill on behalf of 
Ifoward Jarvis to interpret the tax cut initiative in a man¬ 
ner which will cut the first-year revenue loss to the state. 
The legislative analyst set the figure at $4.9 billion based 
on the assumption that Jarvis II, which cuts personal in¬ 
come tax rates In half, would apply to entire 19S0 calen¬ 
dar-year earnings even though the amendment cannot be 
enacted until the June 3 electk'n. 

Campbell’s bill would interpret the initiative as taking 
effect July 1, reducing the $4.9 billion revenue loss to 
$3.4 billion or less. Campbell hoi)os a rcd-uction of the first- 
year revenue lo.;s would make the measure more accept¬ 
able to voters. 

T'le Cb.amber of Commerce is withholding a posi¬ 
tion on Jarvis II until four factors are examinoci. 1) 
What is the revc.niiK? loss and surplus antf which spending 
cuts might follow? 2) Will the Ic-oislature Implement Pro¬ 
position 4 in a manner consistent with the drafters’ in¬ 
tent? 3) What efforts will be made to cut the state budget 
before tl;e June 3 election? 4) If Jarvis II iias.sos, will 
r ',v taxes be shifted onto busine.ss?

.Seihabarum .said As.sembly Bill 2028, introduced by 
.‘Visemblyman Patrick Nolan of Glendale, would place 
ir.malties on public employees that violate the law and 
participate in a strike, 

Si.H,x'ifically, AB 2028 requires that for any unexcu.sed 
absence of five days or m<,re l)t‘ considered an automatic 
lesignation, and if the employee wa.s reinstated, they would 
Ik? eonsiefered a new employee on normal probatianaiy 
status, 

"If AB 2028 were enaeded, public employees wlio strike 
would los:e liheir job.s or their seniority, sick and longevity 
pay and vacation benefits,” 

'I'hP First District Supervi,sor said this bill would also 
jirohibit any waiver of these conditions as an i.neenlive 
for .striking employees to return to work. 

"Too often tlie price of settling a public employee 
.strike has been tlie granting of amnesty to the stiikers as 
part, of the agreement. If his were not possible, I believe 
.strikes by public employees would not occur,” lie said.

After 35 years of mar¬ 
riage, my iMisband informs 
me that he wants a divorce.

55 years old and have no 
job skills or training. I don’t 
see how I will be able to 
support myself when the 
divorce is final. Can my hus¬ 
band be required to support 
me if I am unable to sup¬ 
port my.self?

Answer: 

Many women .s,uch as your¬ 
self have devoted their time 
to domestic duties thiough- 
out their marriage. Then, 
because of dissolution of the 
marriage, they find them 
.selves seeking paid employ¬ 
ment to support themselves 
and - or their cliildron. 

These worren face a tight 
labor market, the double 
discrimination of agei s m 
and sexism, and they are 
not prepared to meet .job 
qualifications which require 
paid work experience. Un- 
fortunate’y, .spousal .support 
is often inadequate and 
many arc forced into pov¬ 
erty and dependence on wel¬ 
fare. 

When determining the 
amount of .spousal support 
to be awarded in dissolutio;i 
iudgenienls, courts must con- 
rider certain specificed cir- 
cum.stances of the parties 
involved, including the earn 
mg capacity and needs of 
each spouse. 

Effective January 1, the 
courts ai-e al.so required to 
consider “the exte n t to 
which the supported spouse’a 
present and future earnings 
capacity is Impaired by per¬ 
iods of unemployment incur¬ 
red during the marriage to 
permit the supported spou.so 
to devote time to domestic 
duties.” While many judges 
were taking this into ac¬ 
count prior to January 1, the 
impact of this new law will 
underscore the importance of 
giving realistic attention to 
the unique needs of dis¬ 
placed homemakers. 

The California. Commis¬ 
sion on the Status of Women 
has long been concerned 
over the increasing number 
of dis_placed homemakers. 
The Commission has advo¬
